Carrying a can of 
petrol, Jackson poured 
some of the contents 
over the Toyota and set 
it on fire. He poured 
petrol over the Skoda 
and walked away. 

The first vehicle, 
said Mr Trigg, was a 
total write-off, and the 
owner could not 
believe it when he 
rushed out of the 
mosque to find it 
ablaze. 

He called the fire 
service, who extin¬ 
guished the blaze. 

Several witnesses 
saw Jackson commit 
the offences and he was 
arrested in Vere Street. 

Said Mr Trigg: “He 
said to the police that 
voices in his head told 
him to burn the cars. 

“He added that he 
had had an argument 
with a man, became 
upset and filled a can 
with petrol at a nearby 
supermarket.” 

Judge Neil Bidder 
QC said Jackson 
denied that the 


offences were directed 
towards Muslims, but 
he said he had been 
told by these voices to 
target the mosque and 
those who attended. 

The court heard that 
he suffered from schiz¬ 
ophrenia, but did not 
comply with medica¬ 
tion, drank heavily and 
took drugs. 

His counsel, John 
Ryan, said: “When not 
subject to these voices, 
he harbours no preju¬ 
dices. He suffers a con¬ 
dition beyond his con¬ 
trol.” 

Judge Bidder added 
that Jackson had said 
he could set fire to 
someone and a 
mosque. 

He said the case 
raised several issues, 
including religious 
aggravation. 

“I’m very troubled 
by this case,” he said, 
and adjourned sen¬ 
tence to May 13. 


TORY regional AM 
Andrew RT Davies 
has hit back at 
accusations of 
‘ ‘scaremongering’ ’ 
levelled at local 
Conservatives who 
had claimed that 
the Barry 
Regeneration 
Board is in “melt¬ 
down”.

withdrawn. 

“If similar pressure 
is required again, then 
Barry residents can rest 
assured that local 


Conservatives will be 
prepared to continue to 
hold this Labour council 
to account. 

“Positive outcomes 
for the area are para¬ 
mount and Conn 
Burnett would be better 
placed focusing a little 
more on these damning 
allegations, and a little 
less on paranoid accusa¬ 
tions of scaremonger¬ 
ing. 

“Sadly, we are hear¬ 
ing from board mem¬ 
bers that the Barry 
Regeneration partner¬ 
ship is suffering from a 
lack of action, progress 
and support from both 
the Vale Council and 
Welsh Government.

On claims by the

A nostalgic 
journey into 
railway history 


THE guest at the 
Barry Men’s Forum 
meeting last week 
was Mike Wilcock, 
who brought along 
a compilation of 
video film he had 
made of steam 
trains. 

Earlier in the year, 
when it was fine in Barry, 
he had filmed aboard the 
Pontypool to Blaenavon, 
where snow covered the 
ground, and gave a pic¬ 
turesque backdrop to the 
train on its journey. 

Members were inter¬ 
ested to learn that the 
steam train runs every 
weekend, stopping at Big 
Pit, for those who wish to 
have an underground 
mining experience. 

The three-day event, 
held every two years at 
Llangollen, is an excel¬ 
lent opportunity for rail¬ 
way enthusiast to see the 
hissing giants start up the 
gradient, sometimes two 
engines being necessary. 

Mike showed some 
great film of the first new 
main line steam locomo¬ 
tive to be built in Britain 
for 50 years, named 
Tornado. Brought to life 
by a team of volunteers, 
taking almost 20 years, 
and as it steamed through 
the Welsh countryside, it 
was a nostalgic sight. 

The forum was 
reminded of the impor¬ 
tance that Barry had 
played in the saving of so 
many old locomotives. 
Dai Woodham’s scrap¬ 


yard did not go ahead 
with the wholesale 
destruction of the 
engines, as all other 
scrapyards in the country, 
when British Rail 
scrapped them, but left 
them so that they could 
be salvaged and resur¬ 
rected, and saved for 
prosperity. 

One of Wales’ best 
kept secrets is Barry’s 
own steam railway. Now 
named The Barry Tourist 
Railway, it runs between 
Barry Island and Barry 
Town. As advertising of 
the railway is minimal, 
you have to be a real 
enthusiast to know the 
dates when the steam 
trains are running. 

The video presentation 
finished with a Class 73 
being driven in under 
steam into the mainte¬ 
nance shed at the 
Waterfront, right up to 
the rear end, with steam 
dramatically filling the 
shed, and fading the view 
of the engine. 

Mike’s video presenta¬ 
tion was excellently 
filmed and presented 
with sound, and he con¬ 
firmed he now has 110 
different steam locomo¬ 
tive and railway videos 
on YouTube. To date, he 
has had almost 200,000 
hits since he started put¬ 
ting them on the internet. 

The Barry Men’s 
Forum goes on its sum¬ 
mer outing in May and 
will not be resuming its

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HERITAGE RIDE ON THE BUSES AT BARRY! 


ON Sunday, May 5, The 
Cardiff Transport 
Preservation Group is 
offering free heritage bus 
rides all day from its 
1930s centre The Bus 
Depot, Broad Street in 
Barry. 

The charity group that 
restores old buses is trying out 
for the first time in its 10 year 
existence a ‘Running Day’. 

A bus departs The Bus 
Depot giving free travel every 
half hour throughout the day 
to a local destination, using 
restored buses that are any¬ 
thing from 30 to almost 50 
years old. 

Mike Taylor, chairman of 
the heritage bus restoration 
group, said: 

“We have a good fleet now 


of restored and operational 
heritage buses and we are try¬ 
ing out the idea of a Running 
Day to see what interest there 
is. 

“A bus will depart in rota¬ 
tion on three different bus 
routes every 30 minutes, giv¬ 
ing free travel for anyone who 
comes along. 

“All the buses being used 
this time will be those once 
owned by former councils; 
these are known as Municipal 
Buses, as they were owned by 
local ratepayers. 

“Municipal buses all ended 
in 1986 when councils had to 
make ‘arms length ’ compa¬ 
nies, such as those today in 
Cardiff and Newport. 

“All the other municipal 
bus undertakings in Wales 
have gone. 

“Our buses represent some 


of these including Pontypridd, 
Caerphilly, Bedwas and 
Machen, Islwyn and Rhymney 
Valley. We also have former 
Cardiff and Newport 
Corporation buses running.” 

The public can join any of 
the buses which leave from 
outside the Bus Depot on 
Broad Street in Barry. 

There will be services to 
Rhoose, Sully, past Cosmeston 
Lakes, Lower Penarth and 
Barry Island. 

Each service will operate at 
least three times during the 
day but visitors can expect 
that buses themselves may be 
different each time. 

Mike continued: “If the 
sun does come out, we might 
run our 49-year-old Cardiff 
open top bus. 

“We have just spent the 
winter renovating it and so 


far, it’s not been out the depot 
yet. 

“We have a lot of dedicated 
volunteers here who live all 
over south Wales who come 
down to the depot to restore 
these old vehicles. 

“It is a token of pride that 
we can let today’s public and 
young people ride on them. 

“We can’t charge fares, but 
donations are welcome 
towards the cost of fuel. 

“This is our first major 
public activity this year as a 
warm-up to our big Festival 
of Transport on Barry Island 
on June 9, when we are 
expecting over 100 classic and 
vintage cars. 

“The Municipal Bus 
Running Day is about her¬ 
itage buses.”

Assembly launches 
end of life care plan 


HOSPITAL staff 
supporting termi¬ 
nally ill patients 
,expressed delight 
that their centre 
was used by Health 
Minister, Mark 
Drakeford, for the 
launch of a major 
new initiative by 
the Welsh 
Government. 

Y Bwthyn Newydd 
at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital provides spe¬ 
cialist palliative (end of 
life) care for patients 
with life limiting dis¬ 
eases. 

It was chosen as the 
place to launch the 
Welsh Government’s 
‘Together for Health - 
Delivering End of Life 
Care Delivery Plan’. 

The initiative aims to 
ensure that patients’ 
wishes are heard and 
met, when planning 
how and where their 
last few days should be 
spent. 

As well as launching 
the policy, the Minister 
met with some of the 
nursing staff who sup¬ 
port patients both on 
hospital wards and at 
home. 

Dr Ed Roberts, 

Vice- Chairman of 
ABMU Health Board, 
said: 

“We are delighted 


that the Minister decid¬ 
ed to launch ‘Together 
for Health - Delivering 
End of Life Care 
Delivery Plan ’ at Y 
Bwthyn Newydd. 

“He had the opportu¬ 
nity to speak to staff 
who provide high quali¬ 
ty, holistic care in a 
centre designed appro¬ 
priately for the service 
provided. 

“The Minister also, 
and importantly, met 
community nurses who 
explained their skills, 
abilities and enthusiasm 
for their role. 

“Their work supports 
patients who want to be 
at home with their fam¬ 
ilies and in familiar sur¬ 
roundings, avoiding 
hospital admissions 
wherever possible. 

“End of life care 
epitomises multidisci¬ 
plinary integrated team 
working, where skills, 
knowledge and sympa¬ 
thetic care are shared 
by staff supporting fam¬ 
ilies as well as patients. 

“I recognise and 
applaud our staff for the 
continuous high quality 
of their care, provided 
with respect and dignity 
at all times.” 

Dr Idris Baker, con¬ 
sultant in palliative 
medicine, said: “It is so 
important that we treat 
the patient, and their 
family, rather than the 


illness. We must listen 
to what the patient has 
to say so we can do all 
that we can to ensure 
that we meet their 
needs as far as possible. 

“We have to try to 
get it right every time, 
not just some of the 
time, as we have only 
one chance to make a 
difference. 

“The initiative 
launched today will 
help teams in health 
and social care to do 
just that.” 

Mr Drakeford com¬ 
mented: “Inequalities at 
the end of life are as 
unacceptable as 
inequalities in life. 

“Good quality end of 
life care must be avail¬ 
able wherever and 
whenever an individual 


dies, taking into 
account their wishes. 

“The plan sets out 
how we will achieve 
consistent end of life 
care across Wales, 
reducing the stress of 
terminal illness for the 
patient and their family, 
so they feel well cared 
for and supported.” 

Y Bwthyn Newydd 
has an inpatient ward 
and a day centre. 

Staff also support 
patients in the commu¬ 
nity and on hospital 
wards. 

The team consists of 
a range of healthcare 
professionals, including 
consultants, nurses, 
physiotherapists, occu¬ 
pational therapists, a 
social worker and 
chaplaincy support.

Couple sentenced at Cardiff Crown Court 

Woman leaves 
her home after 
‘devastated’ 
burglary

A FLAT which was 
burgled in 
Nantymoel, was 
“turned upside 
down” - Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
been told. 

After the break-in, 
the owner, Laura Fuller, 
was devastated and has 
been forced to move. 

Ceri Davies, 34, and 
Claire Williams, 27, 
both of Blaenogwr 
Terrace, each admitted 
a charge of burglary. 

Davies also asked for 
offences of stealing 
metal, burglary and 
attempted burglary to 
be taken into considera¬ 
tion. Davies was also 
committed for sentence 
for stealing from a car. 

He was jailed for 21 
months, the sentence 
suspended for two 
years, made subject to a 
drugs rehabilitation 
order and a supervision 
order for two years. 

He was also directed 
to carry out 150 hours 
unpaid work. 

Williams received six 
months, suspended for 
two years, was made 
subject to two years

supervision and ordered 
to carry out 80 hours 
unpaid work. 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said the bur¬ 
gled property was in 
Commercial Street, 
Nantymoel. Ms Fuller 
had been aware of the 
defendants in the area. 

On July 3, she 
returned from a visit to 
Ogmore Vale and burst 
into tears when a neigh¬ 
bour told her that her 
home had been broken 
into. 

“The place was 
turned upside down 
after a door panel was 
kicked in,” said Mr 
Howells. 

Davies’ fingerprints 
were found at the 
scene. 

When arrested, 
Williams denied enter¬ 
ing the premises. She 
said she had stood in 
the hallway and was 
under the influence of 
drink and drugs. 

Mr Howells said that 
Ms Fuller had become 
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nervous and could not 
sleep. 

“This has had a dev¬ 
astating effect on her. 
She feels lonely and 
isolated and no longer 
lives there.” 

Concerning the theft 
from a car, Mr Howells 
said Davies smashed a 
window of a vehicle in 
Station Road, 
Nantymoel, and took a 
stereo unit, spectacles, 
clothing and a torch. 

When arrested, he 
said he took 50 to 60 
valium a day, took 
heroin and remembered 
nothing. 

He was said to have 
convictions for 212 
offences, including 100 
for theft. 

His counsel, Nigel 
Fryer, said he was 
ashamed of what he 
did, and of the impact 
on his victim. 

”He became involved 
with drugs because of 
family problems and 
wants to move away 
and start afresh.” 

Byron Broadstock, 
for Williams, said: “It 
was very much out of 
character. She was in 
the throes of heroin 
addiction and had tried 
to dissuade Davies from 
going into the flat.” 

Recorder David 
Aubrey QC told 
Davies: “You should be 
disgusted with yourself. 
You have destroyed the 
security of a young 
woman and she may 
never recover from that. 

“If you keep commit¬ 
ting offences like this, 
you will go to prison 
for a long time. 

“You have been 
given a chance and it is 
up to you to take it. 
Drug addiction could 
destroy your life and 
that of Williams.”

PENARTH AND DISTRICT 
RAMBLERS’ ROUND-UP 


In the footsteps of 
lolo Morganwg... 


ON a stunning 
sunny morning, 
while the majority 
of the group’s regu¬ 
lar walkers were 
away in Ceredigion, 
two members 
joined Geraint to 
tread in the foot¬ 
steps of probably 
the most colourful 
Welshman to grace 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

Bom in 1747, Edward 
Williams was simply 
known to his drinking 
pals as Neddy the stone¬ 
cutter, having followed 
his father’s trade as a 
stonemason. 

A poet, a political rad¬ 
ical, a humanitarian who 
campaigned against 
injustice and the slave 
trade, a man who cher¬ 
ished the language and 
traditions of his country, 
he was better known by 
his Bardic name lolo 
Morganwg or Ned of 
Glamorgan. 

Addicted to lau¬ 
danum, a concoction of 
alcohol and poppies, 
lolo wrote in the guise 
of other poets and was 
found to have forged 
many manuscripts - but 
convinced scholars of 
his time that the Gorsedd 
of Bards was an actual 
historical tradition in 
Wales, with its own 
Bardic alphabet, which 
was pure fantasy. 

His legacy is that the 
ceremony has been 
adopted, and is part of 
the Welsh National 
Eisteddfod. 

The trio followed the 
circular Cowbridge trail, 
passing places that were 
familiar to lolo, starting 
from the Physic Garden, 
where a verse from his 
Ode to Laudanum hangs 
on the wall, past Holy 
Cross Church, where the 
Rev John Walters 
encouraged lolo’s fasci¬ 
nation with Welsh 
words. 

Then on through 


fields to Aberthin and 
onwards to Stalling 
Down, where in 1795, 
the first meeting of 
lolo’s creation The 
Gorsedd of the Bards 
took place. 

From St Hilary, they 
followed the River Thaw 
to Llanblethian, lunching 
at the mined St 
Quentin’s Castle before 
returning to Cowbridge 
perhaps having a better 
insight into what maketh 
the man. 

The following day, 
two walkers joined 
Robin and his spaniel 
Pepper for a trip up to 
the Brecon Beacons 
National Park to climb 
Mynydd Llangorse and 
Mynydd Troed, both of 
which overshadow the 
beautiful Llangorse 
Lake, or Llyn Syfaddan, 
which lies in the valley. 

The group, despite the 
inclement forecast, were 
lucky and only a few 
drops of rain fell, but the 
wind was cool and it 
remained overcast. 

In 1868, an Iron Age 
crannog was discovered 
in the lake on a small 
island constmcted by 
piling stones and earth 
with layers of peat and 
sand on top of bmsh- 
wood and reeds before a 
palisade of oak planks 


was placed around the 
edge to protect the huts, 
while a stone causeway 
led to the shoreline. 

The 12th century trav¬ 
eller, Giraldus 
Cambrensis, wrote that 
Llangorse Lake, which 
he called Brecknock 
Mere, was a broad 
expanse of water supply¬ 
ing pike, perch, excellent 
trout, tench and mud 
loving eels for the local 
people. 

Today as well as fish, 
the surrounding reed 
beds attract migratoiy 
wildfowl, making this a 
haven for wildlife. 

On May 5, meet at 
9am on Barry 
Waterfront, for a 10-mile 
moderate walk at Gower, 
taking in the Guzzle 
Hole in the Bishopston 
valley; contact Joy on

Barry man (20) gets suspended 
sentence for drugs offences 


‘Get services 
started at 
Bryneithin’ 

- PLAID COUNCILLOR 


A DRUGS dealer 
from Barry has 
been jailed for 16 
months, the sen¬ 
tence suspended for 
two years, at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Brett McAddon (20), a 
former supermarket 
worker with no previous 
convictions, was said by 
Judge Niclas Parry, to be 


a “prolific supplier who 
didn’t profit greatly.” 

McAddon, of 

Ravenshoe Road, admit¬ 
ted being concerned with 
the supply of 
mephadrone and 

cannabis, and possessing 
those drugs with intent to 
supply. 

The Judge said: 
“Every now and again, a 
community comes under 
siege because of drugs. 


“Barry is suffering 
from an influx of 
mephadrone and society 
and the community look 
to the courts to deal with 
this.” 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said that last July, 
McAddon was stopped in 
Barry by the police and 
searched on the spot. 

He had on him a quan¬ 
tity of mephadrone and 
cannabis, and cash of 


£269. 

On his mobile phone 
were drug-related texts. 

“He was actively 
involved in supplying to 
a wide range of people at 
street level.” 

Mr Warren said that 
when interviewed, he 
claimed the property 
found by the police had 
been left at his home by a 
friend, and said that the 
money also belonged to 
this friend. 

When shown the text 
messages, he said: “No 


comment.” 

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharpe, said: “This is his 
first experience of the 
criminal justice system 
and he faces the prospect 
of immediate imprison¬ 
ment.” 

He said the value of 
the drugs was at the 
lower end of the scale, 
and the operation was 
unsophisticated. 

He said that in the 
past, McAddon had 
encountered mephadrone 
and had become addicted 


to it: “His offences were 
out of character. He had 
experienced the dark side 
of the drugs world, and 
last year was assaulted 
and suffered a head 
injury which needed sta¬ 
ples. He is very naive.” 

He was also ordered to 
carry out 300 hours 
unpaid work and to 
observe an electronical¬ 
ly-tagged curfew from 
6pm to 6am until August 
24, and to pay £100 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 


PLAID Cymru 
councillors have 
warned that ques¬ 
tions remain over 
the site of former 
care home 

Bryneithin in Dinas 
Powys - despite a 
consensus that the 
site should be used 
for social care sup¬ 
port. 

The Vale of 
Glamorgan Council’s 
social care and health 
committee last week 
debated a report on the 
site, requested by Plaid 
Cymru councillors after 
the care home closed in 
mid-March. 

Plaid Cymru council¬ 
lor Ian Johnson said that 
he was concerned at the 
absence of fully-formed 
plans for the Dinas 
Powys site, more than 
four years after the orig¬ 
inal closure proposals 
from the Vale Council. 

Coun Johnson said: “I 
am concerned that, 
despite a four-year time 
gap, from the announce¬ 
ment of Bryneithin’s clo¬ 
sure to the present day, 
there are no contingency 
plans as to what should 
be done with the site. 

“The lead-in time 
from proposal to open¬ 
ing of any social care 
development is always 


substantial, as for exam¬ 
ple the nearly six years 
that it has taken for 
Barry’s extra care homes 
on Broad Street. 

“This suggests a long 
period of time where 
there will be no services 
provided out of 
Bryneithin - at a cash 
cost because the council 
will need to provide 
security for the building 
and an opportunity cost 
as it is a site that should 
be in use and services are 
needed. 

“The new administra¬ 
tion must now pull out 
all the stops to get the 
services there that the 
Vale needs. 

“Unfortunately, the 
cuts from Westminster 
and the Welsh 
Government mean that 
the Vale Council have 
very limited funding for 
development and that 
puts them in the hands of 
outside bodies, whether 
that’s the Cardiff and 
Vale University Health 
Board, or social care 
housing providers. 

“There is consensus 
that we want the site to 
remain for social care, 
but there are deeply con¬ 
cerning questions about 
how long this process 
will take, how it will be 
funded, and who will 
partner the Vale Council 
to make it happen.” 


Man (19) escapes jail 
by ‘skin of his teeth’ 


A YOUNG Brackla man 
escaped prison “by the skin of 
his teeth” when he appeared at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Adam Green (19) of Glendower 
Close, admitted a charge of criminal 
damage. He was also in breach of a 
suspended sentence for offences of 
affray and possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

He was jailed for three months, the 
sentence suspended for two years, 
ordered to pay £300 compensation, 
£340 prosecution costs and a victim 
surcharge of £80. 

Prosecutor Jason Howells said on 
March 16, while walking along Market 
Street, Bridgend, Green damaged a 
wing mirror of a Renault car belonging 
to June James outside a takeaway. 

“He was identified, tried to hide, but 
was arrested. 

“The witness saw him punch the 
mirror for no reason.” 


Green said he could remember noth¬ 
ing because he had been drinking all 
day. He was said to have convictions 
for 36 offences, including public order 
matters and causing criminal damage. 

Mr Howells said the affray involved 
a disturbance outside the Haywain pub, 
Brackla, involving 10-15 people. 

His counsel, Matthew Roberts, said: 
“His offending is all to do with alco¬ 
hol.” 

Recorder David Aubrey QC told 
him: “You have built up for a young 
man an appalling record. 

“When in drink, you act like a 
drunken oaf, and people coming across 
you should be terrified. 

“Within days of having a suspended 
sentence, you smashed that wing mir¬ 
ror. You have put yourself at risk of 
going to prison, but I have decided you 
have escaped that by the skin of your 
teeth.” 

The judge also imposed an alcohol 
assessment order. 


Llangeinor man went 
back into prison - 

to commit a burglary 


JUST 17 weeks after he was 
released, a man burgled a unit 
in Parc Prison where short-term 
prisoners were assisted. 

As a result, he has been jailed for six 
months, the sentence suspended for a 
year at Cardiff Crown Court . 

Anthony Lewis (34) of Craig Las, 
Llangeinor, admitted burgling a prison 
support unit at Parc Prison, Bridgend, 
and stealing cables and a computer. 

Prosecutor John Warren said that 
the unit was within Parc Prison, and 
was used for monitoring and helping 
prisoners before their release. 

On January 16, Lewis broke into the 
unit. He damaged doors and windows, 
and took property worth £1,400. Some 
of the items were found within the 


prison grounds. Also found was afoot- 
print of Lewis. 

He was arrested, and he said: “1 
haven’t done it. ” 

Passing sentence. Judge Niclas 
Parry said he could not complain if he 
was sent back to prison. He added: 
“You have an appalling record and you 
are not long out of custody. You 
attacked premises of those who helped 
you. 

“However, they continue to support 
you. You don’t deserve it. ” 

He was also made subject to a 
supervision order for a year, and 
ordered to observe an electronically- 
tagged curfew between 6pm and 6am 
for two months and to pay £60 victim 
surcharge.

A REGIONAL AM is calling for Wales to 
have robotic surgery equipment to treat 
prostate cancer. 

Byron Davies, a Welsh Conservative regional 
AM for South Wales West, met consultant urologist 
Andy Thomas of Bridgend, to find out about the 
appeal launched by the GLAZE charity and Prostate 
Cymru to buy a robot at a cost of £1.7m. 

Wales has no robots, although there are now 42 
centres in England which offer robotic surgery to 
prostate cancer sufferers. 

Mr Thomas is secretary of a 36-strong group of 
urology consultants in Wales who are pressing for 
this facility. He said that there are many advantages 
to using a robotic arm. 

“Eirst of all, we can use 3-D cameras inserted into 
the groin which give a better view. 

“Surgeons then use a console to operate the robot 
arm, which can twist around by 360 degrees, leading 
to more accurate surgery in targeting the cancer.” 

Mr Davies will be urging Welsh Health Secretary 
Mark Drakeford to find the money to buy a robot. 

He said: “I understand that a business case has 
been presented to the Innovations Eund by Cardiff 
and the Vale Health Board. It is proposed to site the 
first robot in Cardiff but two more will be needed - 
one at Morriston and another in north Wales. 

“Men in Wales are being short changed at the 
moment. We cannot allow our treatment to fall any 
further behind England, otherwise we will have a 
second rate service which will not attract the best 
young doctors to come here. 

“We are already finding it hard to fill hospital 
posts at all levels, right up to consultant positions. 
Wales must embrace the latest treatments, otherwise 
doctors will say that they cannot progress their 
careers if they come here, and that would be disas¬ 
trous for everyone in Wales.” 

Mr Davies said that the treatment is free to 
patients from England, but patients from Wales have 
to pay up to £18,000, although they would be treat¬ 
ed by the English NHS in an NHS hospital and 
looked after by NHS staff. 

He went on: “Devolution of health to Wales has 
produced unintended consequences as far as these 
cross-border issues are concerned. 

“I will be calling on the Welsh Government to 
either fund treatment for Welsh patients in England

or buy this equipment outright. Only one person 
who has applied for treatment in England has been 
funded - all the rest have been rejected, so this sys¬ 
tem is failing.” 

Mr Davies said that Scotland and Northern 
Ireland are due to get these robots, paid for by their 
own governments.

REGIONAL Tory

He said: “With quite 
remarkable cheek, the

“This is at best mis¬ 
guided and ill-informed 
and at worst deliberately 
misleading.

Penarth Computer 
Club - Q & A session 


YOUNG children ask simple 
questions with complicated 
answers - with computers it’s 
the other way around - gener¬ 
ally, the question requires 
much supplementary informa¬ 
tion to produce a simple 
answer. 

With insufficient information, any 
answer must be speculative and limit¬ 
ed to advice about how to proceed. 

There are four main components 
involved in any problem: hardware, 
software, user actions and any error 
message that appears. 

These should be recorded as com¬ 
pletely as feasible when framing the 
question. The more information pro¬ 
vided, the better the chance of a full 
answer. 

Record the EXACT error message. 
Precision might be of prime impor¬ 
tance. As the message could contain 
jargon phrases and long reference 
numbers, the simplest thing to do is 
copy it to the clipboard by immediate¬ 
ly pressing the Prnt Scrn (Print 
Screen) key, usually towards the right 
hand end of the function buttons. 

If you click on the error message to 
make sure it is the active window, you 
can press Alt-i-Pmt Scrn to copy just 
the active window to the clipboard. 
Use your graphics software (or 
Wordpad) to load the picture and then 
print it. 

Make a note of what you were 
doing on the computer when the error 
cropped up. Precision here is more 
difficult, but just as helpful in consid¬ 
ering a solution. 

You could type notes into Wordpad 
to supplement the error message 
image. This would include a note of 
any new software recently installed. 
What anti-virus software is in use and 
is it up to date? Has anyone else been 
using your computer? 


Note the operating system being 
used, together with its version name or 
number. (Right-click on My 
Computer; click on Properties. The 
general tab will display the informa¬ 
tion.) 

Finally supply the make and model 
number of the computer and the same 
for any items of hardware that seem to 
be involved in the problem, such as a 
printer. 

If the error message contains a ref¬ 
erence number a Google search might 
help, but beware of web sites offering 
a free scan of your machine. Many 
will find problems that do not exist 
and ask a fee to solve them for you. 

In the absence of detailed informa¬ 
tion at the recent club meeting, advice 
was proffered on how to proceed 
rather than exactly what to do. 

Laptop touchpads were discussed. 
Most members preferred to use a 
mouse with the laptop resting on a sur¬ 
face. A USB mouse is about £5; a 
wireless mouse is £10 - £12 (and 
could be used on the arm of an arm¬ 
chair if necessary). 

Some older accessories such as 
printers and scanners may not have 
drivers updated for the latest operating 
systems and consequently might not 
work with them. 

Components (cables, peripherals) 
can be checked by testing them with 
another computer. Batteries do get old 
and tired, and forget how to accept a 
full charge.

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How cancer patients face 
crippling financial costs 


FOUR in five (86 per 
cent) of cancer patients 
in Wales are hit by an 
average financial cost of 
£640 a month - more 
than an average monthly 
mortgage payment, 
according to new 
research by Macmillan 
Cancer Support. 

A UK-wide study conducted 
by the University of Bristol 
has looked at how cancer 
impacts on patients’ finances. 

The results from 
Macmillan’s Cancer’s Hidden 
Price Tag report reveal that as 
the economic crisis continues 
to bite, people living with can¬ 
cer have to cope with addition¬ 
al financial burdens, such as 
expensive hospital travel costs 
and increased fuel bills, as a 
result of treatment. 

“Not only do people living 
with cancer have to find the 
money to cover these extra 
costs, they are also losing 
earnings because they are 
unable to work or have to cut 
down their hours. 

“For those in Wales, loss of 
income, which affected a third 
(35 per cent) of people living 
with cancer was particularly 
high, with an average loss of 
£310 per month, ” a spokesper¬ 
son said. 

Six in seven (85 per cent) 
cancer patients in the UK see 
their monthly expenses shoot 
up by £270 a month on aver¬ 
age. In Wales, nine out of ten 


(89 per cent) patients will 
spend more, as a result of 
being diagnosed with cancer. 
The average additional cost for 
a cancer patient in Wales is 
£330 a month, cancer. 

Graham Waring (49), , a 
former Naval Petty Officer, 
was working as a catering 
manager on offshore rigs when 
he was diagnosed with pancre¬ 
atic cancer in July 2009. 

He underwent surgery in the 
September followed by six 
months of chemotherapy. But 
he says that while the treat¬ 
ment was prompt, he felt he 
had to cope with the impact of 
the illness alone and he didn’t 
expect to deal with the finan¬ 
cial implications of his illness. 

“I went from being in a very 
well-paid job to being on 
unpaid sick leave for three 
months, all in the space of a 
day. Shortly after this, I was 
laid off. My world turned 
upside down, I went from a 
normal working guy, to having 
cancer, and then to having no 
job at all. 

“As you can imagine this 
hugely impacted mine and my 
family’s lifestyle. Suddenly, I 
had no income but we still had 
bills coming in and the mort¬ 
gage to pay. You don’t need 
that extra worry when you 
have cancer. 

“At the point of my diagno¬ 
sis, there was no information 
available to me to help with 
the other areas of my life that 
would be affected by my can¬ 
cer diagnosis. 


“During my treatment and 
recovery, it would have helped 
me if I hadn’t had to worry so 
much about financial matters, 
like paying the mortgage. 

“I needed financial advice 
and help on what benefits I 
could and couldn’t claim. If I 
had been signposted to the 
help that was out there, I think 
I wouldn’t have felt so alone 
and isolated. 

“If I’d known about 
Macmillan’s benefits advisors, 
and the specialist financial 
advice it can offer to cancer 
patients from the offset, it 
would have been really help¬ 
ful. 

“Through Macmillan, I was 
able to get a grant which 
helped me pay for new clothes. 
Within three months. I’d lost 
over three stone, so my clothes 
weren’t fitting me properly. 
This really impacted on my 
self-confidence. 

“ The grant gave me the 
money to invest in some cloth¬ 
ing, but it did much more than 
that. After three months I was 
able to put on clothes which 
fitted me properly. 

“This made me feel more 
confident and had a positive 
impact on how I felt about 
myself.” 

Susan Morris, General 
Manager for Macmillan 
Cancer Support in Wales, said: 
“This new research shows that 
cancer comes with a whopping 
price tag for many patients. 
Combined with the current 
recession and with welfare 


cuts, the cost of the disease is 
hitting the most vulnerable 
hardest. With the number of 
people living with cancer in 
Wales doubling from 120,000 
to 240,000 by 2030, this is a 
growing problem which cannot 
be ignored. 

“Cancer costs more than a 
monthly mortgage payment. 

We must act now to protect the 
financially vulnerable from 
having to foot the bill for their 
illness. 

“The Cancer’s Hidden Price 
Tag campaign follows on from ■ 
Macmillan’s Counting the Cost 
of Cancer report which was 
launched in May last year and 
looked into cancer poverty in 
Wales. 

“As a result of the cam¬ 
paign, the Welsh Government 
listened to our campaign calls 
and included a commitment in 
the Together Against Cancer - 
Cancer Delivery Plan pub¬ 
lished in June 2012, that peo¬ 
ple affected by cancer will be 
routinely offered the opportu¬ 
nity to access financial advice 
and support as part of the care 
assessment and planning 
process.”

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Never forget Barry’s own Dambuster! 



MILITARY historian Dr Jonathan Hicks 
tells the story of the Barry man who took 
part in the most famous British homhing 
attack ofWW2. 

This month sees the 70th anniversary of one of 
the most famous events of the Second World War - 
the Dambusters’ Raid. 

This was the attack on three dams in the Ruhr 
Valley in Germany which took place on the night of 
May 16 - 17, 1943. 

Lancaster bombers from 617 Squadron, fitted 
with the ‘Bouncing Bomb’ attacked three dams. 

One of the crew was Barrian Sgt Gordon Arthur 
Yeo from 52 Castleland Street, who was an air gun¬ 
ner on Lancaster III ED887 AJ-A that took off at 
9.47pm from RAF Scampton as part of the first 
wave of bombers sent to attack the Mohne Dam. 

His aircraft was seen to make an accurate attack 
on the dam and then accompanied Wing 
Commander Guy Gibson, who married a girl from 
Penarth and lived there for a time, to the Eder Dam 
and back to the Mohne once more when the attack 
was finished. 

Gordon’s pilot, ‘Dinghy’ Young, was the deputy 
leader of the raid, ready to take over should any¬ 
thing happened to Gibson’s aircraft. 

Eight aircraft were shot down and 53 aircrew 
were killed, with three being taken prisoner. A total 


of 1,600 civilians perished, many of them Soviet 
prisoners of the Germans. 

Gibson was awarded the Victoria Cross and 34 
other men received decorations. 

The breaching of the Mohne Dam was a major 
achievement; it contained 140 million tons of water 
and was the major source of supply for the industri¬ 
al Ruhr valley 20 miles away. The water that was 
released caused widespread flooding as well as dis¬ 
rupting road, rail and canal networks and the supply 
of electricity and water. 

Unfortunately, Gordon Yeo did not survive the 
raid. His Lancaster was shot down by coastal anti¬ 
aircraft fire and crashed off Castricum ann Zee 
while crossing the Dutch coast at 2.58am. 

Young crossed the coast at too high an altitude, 
possibly due to fatigue or having trouble finding 
navigational landmarks, thereby giving the German 
gunners more time to aim their guns. 

The bodies of the crew were recovered and now 
lie in Bergen General Cemetery. 

I was contacted recently by two relations of 
Gordon Yeo - Belinda Brown and Debbie French - 
who showed me a number of items associated with 
him, including the medals he was awarded posthu¬ 
mously, his last will and testament and the telegram 
that his mother received informing her of his death. 

Gordon’s will was witnessed by his friend Flight 
Sergeant Robert Ackerman of 8 Everard Street in 


Barry who was to be killed on February 21 1944, 
aged 21, in a flying accident when his plane collid¬ 
ed with another in the darkness over his airfield. 

Robert had become engaged to Miss Dee 
Rochester of South Shields only the month previ¬ 
ously and he now lies buried in Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery. 

In his last letter home, written just four days 
before he died, Gordon wrote: “I am sorry for not 
writing before but I have been very busy. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, I have had only one night out in the last 
ten days... last week I went to see ‘Who Done It?’ 
starring Abbot and Costello. It was a good laugh. 

“So you want to know the name of our skipper. 
Well here it is. Squadron Leader HM Young. He is 
not so bad lately. I expect that is because we are get¬ 
ting used to him but he is the cause more or less for 
us not having leave. 

“By the way Mam, has Dad got a spare razor at 
home, as I have broken mine by dropping it and I 
can’t seem to get one in Lincoln.” 

It wasn’t until May 1945 that Gordon’s death, 
aged 20, was finally confirmed to his mother in a 
letter from the Red Cross. 

Gordon Yeo is one of the hundreds of names in 
the Hall of Memory in Barry Memorial Hall - a 
brave man who died in the service of his country. 
His sacrifice should never be forgotten.

The other turns, from 
Rebecca Hall as a scien¬ 
tist, Guy Pearce as the 
shadowy Aldrich Killian 
and Ben Kingsley's 
Mandarin, are fine 
enough, but are let down 
by scant characterisation

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BRITAIN’S BATTLE OF ATTRITION 
WAS FOUGHT ON A CRUEL SEA

T he Year of the Convoy was 
marked last month with a 
presentation in Downing 
Street as veterans of the Russian 
convoys begin to receive the hard- 
earned and long-awaited Arctic 
Star. 

However, the Ushakov award, which is 
still requested and required by the veterans 
- in what is seen as a salute to the courage 
and valour of the brave rather than a cam¬ 
paign award - is still denied by red tape. 

This month, the 70th anniversary of the 
Battle of the Atlantic will be commemorat¬ 
ed with London, Londonderry and 
Liverpool staging major parts. The Battle 
of the Atlantic was the longest campaign of 
World War Two; it lasted nearly six years 
but the tide turned in favour of the Allies in 
May 1943. 

The convoy system was a significant 
feature of the Battle of the Atlantic, 
although from Black May 1943, better pro¬ 
tection by warship escorts and sometimes 
aircraft against U-boats and surface 
raiders, afforded safer passage for the vast 
amount of shipping that brought men and 
supplies across the Atlantic Ocean for the 
invasions of occupied Europe. 

Half of Britain’s food and two-thirds of 
its raw materials came from overseas and 
Nazi Germany deployed submarines (or U- 
boats) battleships and aircraft against allied 
merchant shipping to cut off Britain’s sup¬ 
ply lines. 

The fall of France in 1940, forced the 
diversion of much seaborne trade to the 
western coastal ports, including Holyhead, 
Cardiff, Newport and Barry. 

Winston Churchill realised that Britain 
would be brought to her knees if merchant 
ship losses carried on at the same rate. 

The convoy system across the North 
Atlantic was improved and communication 
between the Royal Navy and the RAF’s 
Coastal Command was increased. 

This allowed Sunderland flying boats to 
detect submarines and enabled escorts to 
track them down. 

The word ‘convoy’ was defined as ‘one 
or more merchant ships sailing under 
escort by naval ships’. 

Convoys were referred to by a letter and 
number code. The letters would normally 
stand for the port of departure, and the port 
of destination, the numbers denoting the 
amount of previous convoys in that sys¬ 
tem. 

In August 1939, the Admiralty were 
made responsible for the control of mer¬ 
chant shipping, but only in designating if

and when a ship should sail in a convoy, or 
if the ship was fast enough, to sail inde¬ 
pendently. 

They decided the course and speed - the 
rest was left to the civilian Ministry of 
shipping (MOS) which later became the 
Ministry of War Transport (MOWT). 

The MOS/MOWT took responsibility 
for the destination and cargo of all ships, 
and had the power to requisition all allied 
and neutral ships. 

The average convoy consisted of 
between six and nine columns of ships, 
with five ships in each column. The largest 
convoy ever was HX 300, which had 167 
ships sailing in 19 columns. 

The HX series was also the longest run¬ 
ning convoy series, starting from 
September 16 1939, with HX 1, and finish¬ 
ing with HX 358 on May 23 1945; in all, 
there were 452 different convoy series 
throughout the war. 

To some that were there, this would be 
likened to lambs being led to the slaughter: 
20 or 30 sheep being herded by five or six 
sheepdogs, or simply as a bunch of ships 
under the protection of warships in the 
hope of there being safety in numbers. 

Our nation rightly salutes the armed 
forces’ contribution to victory, though 
rather less was generally made of the 
important contribution of the mainly 
unarmed Merchant Navy - its part in our 
economy still significant today. 

Fortunately, ship building began to keep 
up at least with the losses and the resilience 
of merchant seamen is no less impressive 
some 70 years on. “Many of them were 
torpedoed several times” as the historian 
Liddell Hart writes in his History of the 
Second World War: “It was remarkable 
that sailors were not deterred from man¬ 
ning them, and there was never a shortage 
of crews.” 

Central to the Battle of the Atlantic were 
the ships and men of the British Merchant 
Navy, and of other allied nations, often 
making no more than eight knots in con¬ 
voy, bringing essential food and supplies to 
our islands. 

Some 5,000 merchant ships, and more 
than 30,000 British merchant seamen, were 
lost. 

The local wartime story and, indeed, 
much county history is being told at the 
Glamorgan Wartime Heritage Centre at 
Barry Island Railway Station and, quite 
rightly, includes a Merchant Navy section. 

The Merchant Navy Association 
(Wales) Barry branch are pleased to be 
both liaising and working with local histo¬ 
rians and volunteers that have already 
proved to be the hopeful carers in our 
locality of much of the Vale’s history and 
heritage. 

The Glamorgan Wartime Heritage 
Centre has now started its summer pro¬ 
gramme. The museum will be open on the 
second Sunday of the month and 


Wednesday afternoons. Admission is free, 
and the museum will be open from 11am - 
3pm (Sun), 2pm - 4pm (Weds). 

World War One centenary 
BARRY at War volunteers, the 
people behind the heritage/visitor 
centre museum, have created a 
WWl ‘trench experience’ and are 
in discussions to ensure that Barry 
and Glamorgan have a suitable 
programme of events and facilities 
with which to commemorate this 
important centenary, with a suit¬ 
able legacy thereafter. 

The scheme helps to bring together all 
partners with an interest in ensuring that 
the First World War Centenary (commenc¬ 
ing in August 2014) is suitably remem¬ 
bered. 

The local Merchant Navy Association 
are working on similar lines and will fur¬ 
ther liaise with all other local groups and 
organisations including both the Barry 
town and Vale councils, the Royal British 
Legion and other key bodies regarding the 
then Merchant Marine and Barry’s First 
World War Centenary Programme, to 
ensure an appropriate tribute and com¬ 
memoration locally. 

Barry is itself a former Merchant Navy 
town, port and resort with railway, coal, 
dock and seafaring families and its resort is 
steeped in history. 

For this May and beyond, to commemo¬ 
rate the Year of the Convoy and the part 
played by our local men, the museum at the 
Island Railway Station have created dis¬ 
play boards, and aim to create other dis¬ 
plays to show aspects of the MN story and 
individual stories of people involved. 

One of these (the Convoy) has already 
been printed, and is in situ at the museum. 
Two of the four boards on the last open day 
were Merchant Navy ones. 

They have also a Red Duster, the MN 
red ensign and a large picture and display 
of local MN man Arthur Rouse, more are 
planned and could be sponsored? Other 
artefacts are sought to display alongside 
the old Vale MN Roll of Honour memorial 
plaques that are displayed in rotation. 

Merchant shipping was essential to the 
wartime efforts; ships were needed to carry 
food, raw materials, troops and equipment. 

At the outbreak of World War Two, 
every available ship, regardless of age or 
condition, was pressed into service. Crews 
included seamen in their sixties and seven¬ 
ties as well as teenagers as young as four¬ 
teen, and came from every allied nation. 

The national Battle of the Atlantic com¬ 
memorations during May affords an oppor¬ 
tunity for the United Kingdom to salute the 
Merchant Navy and its seafarers. It is 
hoped that the Red Ensign, the flag of 
British merchant ships since 1674, is flown 
from local and national public buildings 
for the occasion in a salute to brave seamen 
as well as those of the combined allied 
forces.

Spencer goes 
through the mill - 

BUT IS NUMBER ONE! 


ON the weekend of 
April 6/7, Spencer 
Bennett and a group 
of his closest friends 
travelled to Crawley 
for the 4th IFK 
World Tournament. 

Over 200 fighters 
from over 35 different 
countries and organisa¬ 
tions were set to compete 
across two days, in one 
of the best tournaments 
kyokushin karate has 
seen. 

Spencer was feeling 
and looking in the shape 
of his life. As the current 
British and European 
lightweight champion, 
the pressure was on for 
Spencer to deliver. 

Spencer weighed in 
the day before the tour¬ 
nament at 67.4kgs, after 
dropping 12kgs through 
diet and exercise, to com¬ 
pete in the under-70kgs 
lightweight category. 

The first day of com¬ 
petition was off to an 
early start and Spencer 
had to win two fights to 
make it through to the 
second day. That was no 
problem for Spencer who 
had knocked his first 
opponent from Norway 
out in a staggering 23 
seconds, the fastest 
knockout of the day! 

Spencer’s second fight 
was up against a French 
competitor who was a bit 
trickier for Spencer. They 
had a hard two minute 
bout and Spencer’s oppo¬ 
nent actually began smil¬ 
ing while hitting him 
with some hard punches 
and kicks. 

This was obviously 
the fighters last ditch 
attempt to psych Spencer 
out but he just smiled 
back. After the two min¬ 
utes the referees called a 
draw so they fought for 
another minute, where 
Spencer clearly dominat¬ 
ed and won the fight with 
a unanimous decision. 

Day two started with 
Tamashawari, board 
breaking. Every competi¬ 
tor breaks boards which 
help the judges decide on 
a winner if the fights go 
to a draw later in the day; 
the fighter who has bro¬ 
ken the most boards 
wins. 

Spencer broke 14 
boards, five with a closed 
fist (punch), four with a 
knife hand (karate chop) 
and five with his elbow. 
After that was done, 
Spencer was up for his 
third fight of the week¬ 
end, the quarter-finals 
against a U^ainian, cur¬ 
rently ranked 20 in the 
world. 

These were now three 
minute fights with two 
minute extensions. This 
was a really hard fight 
and went to two exten¬ 
sions because it was so 
close. Overall they 
fought for seven minutes 
and Spencer won after 
breaking 14 boards to the 
Ukrainian’s 8. 

Spencer was now in 
the semi-finals but badly 
injured. After suffering 
many blows to the leg 


Spencer was suffering 
the early signs of a knee 
effusion, had swelling on 
both his shins and the 
medics suspected he had 
a broken hand. 

With encouragement 
from his coaches and 
wife Spencer carried on 
and fought a very tough 
Russian. He had been the 
one to watch all day, and 
is ranked in the top three 
in the world. 

After a three minute 
fight the round was a 
draw and went to a two 
minute extension. 

Spencer lost on a split 
decision so didn’t make it 
to the final. He finished 
in fourth place after 
valiantly fighting another 
two rounds, although 
injured, in the third place 
play-off. 

This was a controver¬ 
sial split decision but 
having sustained so 
many injuries and work¬ 
ing so hard, Spencer was 
over the moon to take 
fourth place which left 
him ranked number one 
in Britain and Europe 
and number four in the 
world - not bad for a 
Barry lad! 

After a night of pain 
and celebration, Spencer 
collapsed the following 
morning, giving his wife 
and friends a scare. A 
medic was called and he 
diagnosed Spencer with 


low blood pressure and 
severe dehydration, a 
common side-effect of 
two days competing. 

He got home on the 
Monday to a heroes wel¬ 
come from his son and 
after a trip to hospital 
was diagnosed with a 
severe knee effusion and 
unable to walk for a 
week. 

Following a brief 
refresher he is now back 
planning his competi¬ 
tions for the rest of the 
year, even though he isn’t 
fully recovered. 

He plans to fight again 
at least twice, including 
defending his British and 
European title in 
November. 

Spencer would like to 
thank everyone for their 
kind messages and sup¬ 
port following his suc¬ 
cess, his friend and coach 
Mark Goodwin for work¬ 
ing him so hard, his 
British teammates 
Samantha Williams and 
Leon Lungdregan for 
their help and support 
and also ‘T-Shirt printing 
for less’ for providing all 
the supporters with t- 
shirts for the event.

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Dinas get back on track with emphatic win 


THE sun shone once again on a very firm 
and dusty Common for the final home 
league game of the season as the 
‘Villagers’ of Dinas Powys RFC enter¬ 
tained Porthcawl.

Due to its age, many 
of us will undoubtedly 
have come into contact 
with an Astra. For 
instance, when I was 
growing up my family 
had a booted version, the 
Vauxhall Belmont, and I 
recall it had a poor 
three-speed auto gearbox 
and embarrassing per¬ 
formance, if you could 
call it that. 

Friends’ parents had 
standard hatchback 
Astras, and often men¬ 
tioned their reliability 
and the fact they were 
good workhorses. One 
of them had a brown 
example, and was proud 
of it. Others, with more 

cash, owned the sportier 
more tasteful black or 
red GTE versions, typi¬ 
cally as powerful second 

cars. 

The Astra has evolved 
and as I’m presented 
with the GTC Turbo 
SRi, it is a pleasing 
package. This is the 
modem equivalent of the 
old GTE, its sweeping 
curves and bright red 
paintwork command 
attention as it sits in the 
car park. 

It is a supremely 
sporty car, and its slight¬ 
ly protmding rear 
haunches help it look the 
part and elude to great 
performance. In fact, this 
increases expectations 
that it is at least fitted 
with a pokey 2-litre 
petrol engine. 

However, to my sur¬ 
prise, there’s a modest

1.6-litre 16-valve unit 
under the bonnet. But 
then you learn that 
Vauxhall has fiddled 
with it to produce 
177bhp. 

It takes just eight sec¬ 
onds for this hot 
hatch/coupe to reach 
60mph from standstill, 
and its top speed 
exceeds 130mph. This 
punchy performance 
allows me to safely 
overtake a car and a 
slow moving lorry as I 
move away from a 
roundabout, up a hill. 

In these days of high 
fuel prices, it will return 
over 35mpg even with 
enthusiastic driving. Its 
smooth six-speed manu¬ 
al box and excellent 
driving position help 
ensure that this Vauxhall 


delivers an enjoyable 
driving experience time 
and time again. 

With its comfortable 
cabin and leather seats, 
driver and passengers 
are sure to arrive relaxed 
and invigorated at the 
end of a journey. The 
driver’s seat is particu¬ 
larly comfortable, with 
an excellent lumbar sup¬ 
port making driving a 
pleasurable experience 
for someone with a tem¬ 
peramental back, like 
me. 

The front seats are 
even heated, a really 
useful feature on a cold 
morning. But the driver 
has to really stretch back 
to reach the seatbelt. 

Despite having just 
three doors, it is possible 
to place two bulky child 


seats in the rear, as you 
can see from the video at 
testdrives.biz. 

Simply pulling a lever 
at the top of the front 
seats slides and tilts 
them forward and allows 
for access to the back. 

The boot only seems 
to open by pushing the 
button on the keyfob. 

Eitted with an electric 
handbrake, there is auto¬ 
matic anti-roll but it 
does still seem to roll a 
little on occasions, 
requiring some nifty 
footwork with the clutch 
and accelerator, which is 
slightly unnerving. I still 
prefer a traditional hand¬ 
brake. 

Cruise control is sim¬ 
ple to use - just push the 
small lever on the left of 
the steering wheel down 
to set the speed - but it 
doesn’t prevent it from 
picking up speed when 
travelling downhill. 

“This striking brute is 
the third incarnation of 
the current shape of 
Astra, lining up along¬ 
side the five-door and 
Sports Tourer models,” 
says Parkers, the car 
experts.

Wales get the Lions’ share 


S O there we have it at 
last - the long-awaited 
British and Irish Lions’ 
tour party for Australia was 
finally unveiled on Tuesday 
by head coach Warren 
Gatland - ending months of 
intense speculation and 
debate on both sides of 
Offa’s Dyke and beyond. 

For most of this year’s Six 
Nations, the London media 
pack were loudly pressing the 
claims of a resurgent England 
team, autumn conquerors of 
the All Blacks. 

Clearly, the men in white 
from ‘HQ’ would form the 
bulk of the troops Down 
Under, with defending Grand 
Slam champions Wales strug¬ 
gling for form and with 
Scotland and Ireland both bat¬ 
tling to avoid the dreaded 
‘wooden spoon’ - that dubious 
distinction eventually went to 
the pre-tournament favourites, 
France! 

Then came the dramatic cli¬ 
max at a frenzied Millennium 
Stadium when the Dragon sud¬ 
denly belched fire and slew St 
George - for a rampant Wales 
to win the Six Nations champi¬ 


onship for the fourth time in 
nine years and deprive the 
shell-shocked, previously- 
unbeaten English of their 
expected Grand Slam. 

Their failure to rise to this 
ultimate competitive challenge 
in the_ crunch battle of the 2013 
campaign, could not fail to be 
compared with their impres¬ 
sive Welsh rivals’ grim resolve 
to retain the Six Nations title 
they had won the previous 
year. 

The shock 30-3 result, and, 
more importantly, the con¬ 
trasting performances of 
Lions’ contenders when put 
under extreme mental and 
physical pressure that, if any¬ 
thing, will be magnified in 
Australia, turned the Lions’ 
betting on its head. 

Suddenly, the previously 
written-off Welsh were back in 
the frame, surely much to the 
relief of Gatland, whose hands 
were now freed to fully consid¬ 
er players he has long nur¬ 
tured as the Wales national 
coach. 

Not surprisingly, he has also 
opted to surround himself with

(Strangely there is no place 
for his long-standing loyal lieu¬ 
tenant, Shaun Edwards, still 
arguably one of the best 
defence coaches in the world, 
though one can only assume 
this was more a political deci¬ 
sion than a rugby one - made 
in the interests of party bal¬ 
ance!) 

Even so, arch realist Gatland 
will have known before facing 
the waiting media on Tuesday 
that any selection heavily 
weighted in favour of his own 
Welsh players would hardly 
meet universal approval, and 
that some of those left out may 
attract more attention than 
those included! 

In the event, the most high- 
profile omission is England 
skipper, Chris Robshaw, once 


mooted as the tour captain, 
though he was always up 
against tough Welsh and Irish 
contenders for a back row slot. 
That mantle is now donned by 
his open side rival, Wales’ 
skipper, Sam Warburton. 

Arguably, the most startling 
omission, though, is that of the 
versatile James Hook, so often 
inexplicably out of favour with 
Wales. 

With only two specialist out¬ 
side halves on tour, one of the 
northern hemispheres’s most 
naturally-gifted rugby players 
can count himself desperately 
unlucky not to travel as the 
utility backline cover par excel¬ 
lence. 

On the whole, the 37-man 
complement inevitably reflects 
current playing strengths - 
and owes much to the final 
outcome of the recent Six 
Nations championship:

Ireland 9; Scotland 3.

Barry RFC succumb to 
the champions-elect 


A near record 
crowd last Saturday 
saw the visit of 
league leaders and 
Swalec Bowl final¬ 
ists Wattstown to 
the Reservoir Field. 

It was another fine day 
for rugby, but with a bit¬ 
ing crosswind to remind 
the fingers that summer 
has not yet arrived. 

It was clear from the 


start that Wattstown had 
a far heavier and taller 
pack than Barry, whose 
ranks were severely 
depleted by injury, illness 
and enforced absence. 

The visitors began by 
utilising the twin advan¬ 
tages of slope and wind 
to good effect. The prime 
movers in this tactic were 
an efficient scrum half 
and composed inside 
centre. 


After five minutes 
they opened their 
account with a smartly 
taken drop goal. Barry, 
however, were not over¬ 
awed and began playing 
with some enterprise and 
skill. 

They got their just 
reward when the ball 
went through the fast 
hands of Ha&eld, Hardy 
and Busitil to give L 
O’Sullivan a chance to 
shine. This he did with 
some style, beating two 
defenders before scorch¬ 
ing over the line. 

The try was converted 
from the touchline by 
Lee to give the home 
team a four point advan¬ 
tage but this was short¬ 
lived when the visitors 
were successful with a 
penalty from 40 metres. 

Barry were having 
difficulties handling the 
physicality of Wattstown 
at the lineout. Although 
cutting down on attack¬ 
ing opportunities, they 
may have been better 
advised to throw short 
where they were having 
some success. 

On the half hour mark 
old habits were begin¬ 
ning to return. Talking 
back to the referee has 
never been an advantage 
and Barry suffered here. 


The penalty enabled a 
well-drilled opponent to 
create more pressure at 
the line out. 

Almost inevitably the 
ensuing rolling maul 
crossed the home try line 
for a try that remained 
unconverted. The closing 
period of the half saw the 
visitors extend the lead 
with a long-range penal¬ 
ty. 

The second half 
opened brightly for the 
home side with the pack 
still prepared to fight for 
every scrap of posses¬ 
sion. During this period 
notable contributions 
were made by captain 
Jones, the O’Sullivans, 
Dix and Lee. The latter 
slotted over a penalty 
when the visitors failed 
to release following a 
tackle. 

The widespread use of 
lazy runners from 
Wattstown was not 
picked up by the referee 
and they are too good a 
side for the need to adopt 
such disruptive tactics. It 
was even more galling 
then to see a Barry player 
being yellow carded for 
an unrecognised offence! 

In broken play Barry 
were holding their own 
with Dix, Adams and 
Degaura prominent. 


However, in the tighter 
exchanges, the visitors’ 
power and size were 
beginning to tell and 
tackles were being 
missed. 

Two more pushover 
tries from short range 
effectively ended the 
contest. With each 50/50 
decision favouring the 
visitors, they completed 
their afternoon’s work 
when a well-worked 
back row move yielded a 
final try. 

It was perhaps a disap¬ 
pointing day for the 
home side, but there is no 
shame in being beaten by 
a side that has performed 
well all season and still 
has more success in their 
sights.
